What is remarkable, the departed spirit, 
although it has been amidst tho illumi- 
nation of heaven, can not spell as well as 
it used to. It has lost all grammatical 
accuracy and can not write as distinctly.

In Mr. Williams pamphlet, issued in

variety ofsourcef at infinite trouble, show- 
ing the largo saving to bo effected by the 
use of ^water power for pumping. 
Mr. 


Lane in his careful report made Sie sav- 
ing 8(1.8-10 per annum, with coal at S4 
per ton, when the quantity of water 
raised amounted to ,2,500,000 gallons 
daily, and he thought tho consumption 
would reach that quantity in tho fifth 
year. 


Mr. Williams in his pamphlet demon- 


strated to the satisfaction 'of himself and 
tho public that an adequate supply of 
water coidd not be obtained from the 
river at the Budisill pool, and urged that 
a lake in Steubeu county be secured us 
a reserve for tho summer months. 


Experience has demonstrated that the 


city would have saved money by making 
tho contract in 1870, which contemplated 
the purchase of the canal and tho con- 
struction of the water works, according 
to the same plans. We should have bad 
a lirst-clnss system of water works, with 
a permanent and ample supply of the 
best water attainable at a fair cost.
